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1. WE APPRECIATE THE ADDITIONAL INFORMATION TRANSMITTED 
IN REF (D) CONCERNING OTHER DONORS' POSSIBLE 
CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE DEMOBILIZATION EFFORT IN RWANDA. WE 
ALSO UNDERSTAND FROM REF (E) THAT CANADA MAY BE 
CONSIDERING CONTRIBUTING AS MUCH AS ONE MILLION USD TO 
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THE EFFORT. WE STILL FEEL, HOWEVER, THAT WE DO NOT HAVE 
ENOUGH INFORMATION ON THIS SUBJECT TO APPEAL THE INITIAL 
DECISION TO DISAPPROVE ESF FOR RWANDA. IN PARTICULAR, WE 
NEED SOME IDEA OF HOW MUCH THE TWO MAIN BILATERAL DONORS 
- BELGIUM AND FRANCE - MIGHT CONTRIBUTE AND WHAT OTHER 
DONORS (GERMANY, OTHER EC COUNTRIES, JAPAN (?), ETC.) 
MIGHT DO. ALSO, DO WE HAVE A BETTER IDEA OF THE EC’S 
COMMITMENT? THE RANGE BEING DISCUSSED (DOLS 15-30 
MILLION) SEEMS AWFULLY BROAD. 

2. WE UNDERSTAND THAT SOME DONORS MAY NOT HAVE DECIDED 
YET WHAT THEIR CONTRIBUTIONS WILL BE. HOWEVER, WITH THE 
UNDP ROUNDTABLE SCHEDULED (ALBEIT TENTATIVELY) FOR THE 
END OF THIS MONTH, THEY MUST HAVE GIVEN IT SOME THOUGHT 
AND SHOULD BE IN A POSITION TO GIVE US A GENERAL IDEA OF 
HOW THEY PLAN TO ASSIST. PLEASE RE-CANVAS THE LOCAL 
DONOR COMMUNITY AND REPORT YOUR FINDINGS AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE. THANKS AGAIN AND BEST REGARDS. 
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
